Columbus, Jan 
24—A light on 


the woik of the convention in adding 
Uie amendments to the constitution, 
instead of revising the whole consti- 
tution, occurred toda> 
It canie up 


following the i ecommendation ot the 
committee on iules tor the adoption 
of the lesolution of J A Okey 
of 


Noble county.,- The Okey .resolution 
stated that the present constitution 
was in need of no changes and that 
the labor ot the convention be con- 
fined to the formality of amendment 
and submission ot them sepai atelj to 
the electois foi adoption 01 i ejec- 
tion. 


It was declared by many delegates 


opposed to the plan that its adop- 
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out 
tion would immediately throw 
many proposals alieady undei con- 
sideration -by the contention, while 
advocates of the plan urge that the 
adoption would largely augment the 
needed amendments 'adopted by .the 
legislature. 


Twenty-nine nioie proposals weie 


submitted to the convention duung 
the morning session, bringing 
the 


number undei consideiation up 
to 


147

An address of welcome by

Karb was'the first feature of today, 
following which the advisability 
oi 


the forming of a'league of Ohio mu- 
nicipalities was to be discussed. -The 
evening session of the conference will 
be attended by the constitutional 
convention delegates in a body and 
will be addressed by Mayor Whi-tlocU 
of Toledo. Mayor Baker of 
Cleve- 


land and Mayor Hunt of Cincinnati. 
All three will, it is said, .advocate a 
greater amount of 
self-government 


for cities. 
A party of mayors 
will 


attend. 


The proposal to have the constitu- 


tional convention meet in some oth- 
er city .than Columbus again came 
up at today's session. 
Delegate Da- 


vis of Ouyahoga presented a petition 
asking'-"that the delegates .accept 
Cleveland's 'hospitality and adjourn 
to that" city. 


.Whether the constitutional con- 


vention now sitting shall w.rite a new 
charter for Ohio or merely a set of 
necessary amendments, is a question 
•which will be put up to that body. 
Last night the dominating commit- 


tee on rules, headed 
by 
President 


Herbert Bigelbw, recommended for 
adoption the so-called Okey resolu- 
tion, declaratory of the policy of the 
convention. 


The vote for recommendation was 


unanimous. 


The resolution recites that there 


is no wide''demand or sentiment in 
favor of a general revision of 
the 


constitution, but only in favor 
of 


changes with respect to specific sub- 
jects of branches thereof. 


The constitution's great bulk is in 


no need of a change, and for 
that 


reason it is resolved that the labors 
of the convention be confined 
to 


the formulation of -amendments to 
the existing 
constitution1 and 
the 


submission 
thereof, 
separately, to 


the '.electors 
for their adoption or 


rejection. 
Under the rules this resolution will 


become an order of the day and the 
niem'bers: of the convention will be 
called upon to decide by their votes 
what line'of action shall be pursued, 


The fight to prevent the making 


and 
submission of an entirely new 


constitution was opened by the res- 
olution of ' Delegate 
Matthews of 


Putnam county. 
In its preamble it 


recited the fact that there was 
no 


necessity for a general revision 
of 


the present charter, ami recomm'end- 
ed that eight amendments be separ 
ately submitted to the voters as be- 


ing .ample 
to

The Lapps- are "feailess sportsmen 


on their -slices. They"leain when small 
children to 
loap. .from insignificant 


heights, increasing-' * them gradually. 
They are tauffht to beiicl tlie. legs some- 
what when ther leap,",ana to right 
themselves when they strike the snow, 
also to maintain their skees parallel 
in the air, and upon alighting to have 
them on a perfect level with each 
other. 


The Lapps are social in their dis- 


position, and when the snow is in a 
favorable condition they sport among 
themselves on their skees to discover 
who of their number is the champion 
in taking the longest leaps, or in ac- 
complishing the various other 
feats 


which they are so capable of execut- 
ing. 


"When there is a leaping contest they

straight line and about 10 or 13 yards 
from each other. The signal is given, 
they start, holding m one hand their 
sticks to be used as, rudders to guulo 
them. 
They slide down the hill with 


tremendous speed, and if there is a 
gully on its declivity they suddenly 
fly through the air and land below. 


take positions at the 
and very tteep jhill, 


Their course is continued faster than 
before 'because of the -momentum of 
the leap, -and like a flash they arc 
taken to the plain bejoiid, where the* 
gradually stop themselves with the aid 
of their sticks. 
Then, they ascend tlie 


hill in zigzags and measure the leaps 
to see "who has made the longest 
one. 


They then, perhaps, 
continue 
their 


course and reach the Tn-ink of a steep- 
er hill from which to descend, for the 
steeper the hill the greater the speed, 
and the greater the speed the longer is 
the leap wh'ch they can make. 
Some 


of the great leaps among the Lapps 
have 'been as much as 125 feet ana 
over. 


There is -another sport by which 


they prove their skill on skees. 
They 


plant sticks in the snow in different 
positions on the declivity of a hill and 
proceed to prove how near they can 
come to the sticks. 
This1 game, of 


course, shows marvelous ability 
in 


guiding their skees. 


There 
arc 
dangers 
in 
skeeing, 


among which the 
chief are that of 


striking a boulder hidden under the 
crust of snow, or of falling over an 
unseen precipice, also that of not be- 
ing able, when they take their leaps 
to reach the ledge on the other side.

Speaker Clark on Washington Archi- 


tecture—American Humor Tried on 
an Englishman With Usual Result. 
Didn't Want Any More Charges Made

Washington, Jan. 24. — [Special.] — 


Before congress 'did anything and ever 
since there has been speculation as to 
the length of the session. It is believed 
that the session will close before the 
national conventions meet.

there will have to be a sort of truce, 
a. gentleman's agreement not to do 
anything of importance while the con- 
ventions are in session.

both parties in congress will -want to 
go to the great national meetings. Un- 
less there is a deadlock over some of 
the proposed measures there is no rea- 
son why the routine business cannot 
be closed up and the session ended be- 
fore the first convention meets. 


Only once in recent presidential 


years has the session lasted beyond 
the conventions.- 'Back in 1SSS it con- 
tinued until late in the campaign. 


The Speaker Makes a Suggestion. 
Speaker Clark has a great hobby for 


the curious in history and is a con- 
stant student of the subject. One day 
he came across the following quota- 
tion of a writer of the period shortly 
before the civil war: 


'•Washington is the elysium of oddi- 


ties, the limbo of absurdities, an im- 
broglio of ludicrous anomalies " 


"He -was writing about the architec-
